(Take-home  pay  went  up  by  30  per  cent  since  1960,  but  the  real  gain  was  only 
1.5  per  cent  The  rest  was  swallowed  by  inflation). 

What's  for  1970?  A  lot  depends  on  you. 

Fighting  inflation  is  everybody's  business,  said  President  Nixon  several 
weeks  ago.  And  so  it  is.  Federal  speiKiing  has  been  slashed  by  $7  billion  a  year; 
now  busirtess  artd  labor  must  do  their  share,  too.  But  individual  efforts  of  mil¬ 
lions  of  Americans  have  the  best  chance  of  keeping  inflation  on  a  survation  diet 

What  can  you  do?  You  can  spend  less  and  save  more.  Ifs-as  simple— though , 
hot  always  as  easy— as  that  Save  your  money,  and  youll  deny  inflation  the  very 
thing  it  needs  to  feed  on.  Save  regularly,  and  you'll  acquire  a  profitoble  habit 
Save  as  much  as  you  can,  and  you'll  have  a  financially  secure  future  to  look 
forward  to. 

Remember:  the  more  you  save,  the  less  money  in  circulation,  the  harder 
for  inflation  to  balloon.  Do  your  share  in  this  fight  and  io«n  the  savers  at  Capitol 
Federal.

Inflation  is  an  economic  disease  that  can  destroy  everything  you  worked 
and  saved  for.  It  caused  Germany's  economic  collapse  in  1923,  when  'workers 
were  getting  paid  by  the  bushel  . . .  twice  a  day  ...  in  a  futile  attempt  to  keep 
ahead  of  skyrocketing  prices.  And  in  1946  it  completely  ruined  Hungary,  where 
a  record  was  set  for  the  worst  inflation  the  world  has  ever  Imown. 

Because  of  bur  industrial  might,  vast  natural  resources,  and  immense  pro¬ 
duction  capabilities,  the  odds  are  very  great  against  a  similar  fate  overUking 
this  country.  But  .  .  .  no  one  can  afford  to  be  carelessly  confident  even  in  a 


basically  strong  economy. 


Memo  to  housewives:  inflation  robs  everyone  alike.  _ 

After  a  visit  to  a  supermarket,  one  housewife  recently  remarked  that  infla¬ 
tion  is  made  by  men  to  be  paid  for  by  women.  Well,  not  quite.  Because  when 
inflation  reigns,  everybody  pays.  As  dollars  become  more  abundant  and  spend¬ 
ing  increases,  sellers  find  it  easy  to  raise  prices.  (Cost  of  living  rose  by  16  per 
cent  since  1965).  And  as  production  goes  up  to  meet  the  demand  for  goods  on 

the  market,  labor  finds  it  easy  to  posh  up  wages.

Paycheck:  now  you  have  it,  now  you  don't 

But  to  hope  diat  bigger  paychecks  will  overuke  rising  prices  is  to  indulge 
in  a  bit  of  wishful  thinking.  Inflation  doesn't  work  that  way.  It  cute  down  ^or 
dollar's  purchasing  power  almost  as  fast  as  you  can  come  up  with  pay  raises. 
(Take-home  pay  went  up  by  30  per  cent  since  1960,  but  the  real  gain  was  only 
1.5  per  cent.  The  rest  was  swallowed  by  inflation). 

What's  for  1970?  A  lot  depen^  on  you. 

Fighting  inflation  is  everybody's  business,  said  President  Nixon  sweral 
weeks  ago.  And  so  it  is.  Federal  spending  has  been  slashed  by  $7  billion  a  year; 
now  business  and  labor  must  do  their  share,  loo.  But  individual  efforts  of  mil¬ 
lion.  of  Americans  have  the  best  chance  of  keeping  inflation  on  a  survition  diet

The  very  adverse,  unfounded  puMicity,  recently 
in  the  newspapers  and  the"  television  media, 
against  our  company  and  myself,  which  is  Tilled 


In  1922.  Father  Garrity  surted  a  small  parish 
in  Oak  Lawn.  For  years  his  parishoners  re¬ 
mained  the  same  in  number  because  no  newcom¬ 
ers  were  coming  to  the  -town,  due  to  the  lack  of 
good  transportation. 

Realizing  this,  he  approached  two  friends  of 
mine,  who  were  members  of  a  benevolent  asso¬ 
ciation  that  I  organized  all  over  the  United 
States,  to  go  with  him  to  Springfield.  Illinois,  to 
obtain  a  Certificate  of  Necessity  and  Conve¬ 
nience.  Their  request  was  granted  and  a  couple 
of  second-hand  buses  were  bought  to  begin  the 
service. 

The  result  is  well  known  to  all  of  the  people 
who  lived  here  in  those  years.-  As  Mrs.  Ralston 
wrote,  in  the  Worth  Jubilee,  August  27.  1969. 
~sometimes  the  pie  wagon  would  he  loodad  with 
picniccts  and  thiey  would  have  to  send  anotha 
bus  because  the  pie  wagon  konked  out".  This 
was  happening  all  over,  right  along. 

Finally,  due  to  lack  of  passengers  and  the 
costs  mounting  from  year  to  year,  the  liabilities 
increased  to  flOO.OOO.OO.  By  1936.  the  Chicago 
Lloyd's  insurance  Company  going  under,  alone 
left  them  unpaid  law  suits  and  judgements 
amounting  to  a7S,000.00.  Late  in  1936.  realizing 
that  they  were  uiiable  to  stay  in  business,  th^ 
came  to  my  restaurant  and  cocktail  lounge,  in 
Cicero.  Illinois,  to  ask,  my  help.  They  said,  "en 
ther  come  with  us.  or  lake  the  company  yourself, 
we  arc  unable  to  proceed."  Because  I  wanted  to 
get  out  of  the  rcsuurant  business  and  since  no 
one  else  wanted  the  franchise.  I  decided  to  look 
into  this  matter.  I  hired  expert  transportation 
ei^ineers  to  study  the  line  over  and  I  was  ad¬ 
vised  to  suy  out  of  it.  as  it  was  a  helpless  situa- 
lion. 

Being  a  man  who  welcomes  challenges.  I  went 
with  them,  with  51%  ownwship.  They  kept  49%. 
Immediately  I  called  the  junk  man  to  take  all 
the  ten  buses  that  were  laying  around  and  sold 
them  for  $10.00  each.  I  bought  three  new  buses 
from  the  White  Motor  Co.  and  started  the  line 
in  1936.  It  was  a  big  struggle.  The  small  number 
of  riders  who  were  left,  had  lost  confidence  in 
Kne  and  would  not  ride,  due  to  thar  expen- 
I  nee  previously.  Besides,  the  towns  were  very 
small. 

Evergreen  Park  had  ISO  to  900  population. 
Oak  Uwn.  the  same.  Chicago  Ridge,  about  200. 
Worth,  the  same.  Phlos  Park  and  Orland  Park 
were  also  small  towns  and  most  of  thar  people 
rode  the  Wabash  trains. 

It  took  four  years  to  get  the  company  on  it  s 
|»t  in  addition  to  the  lack  of  riders,  we  had 
too  many  dead  miles  between  towns,  being  noth¬ 
ing  b«U  prairies  and  comGdds. 

lust  as  we  said  ~thank  God,  things  are  im- 
provine".  the  Second  World  War  was  declared  in 
1940.  The  gasoline  rationing  by  the  Government 

fled  to  ride  the  buses. 
BuL  altnough  this  was  nelpful  to  the  Company, 
to  create  confidence  in  our  service,  we  did  not 
gain  financially,  because  the  corporation  profiu 
were  frozen.  We  had  practicaRy  no  profiu  prior 
to  the  war  and  everything  we  made  during  the 
war  was  taxed  up  to  $1%.  which  left  a  very 
small  amount  to  operate  with. 

At  tf  this  was  not  lenongh-  another  misfortune 
hit  us.  A  fire,  of  unknown  origin,  took  place, 
destroying  our  garage  and  onr  best  buses,  at 
ouilc  a  leas.  We  were  left  on  the  street,  without 
m  svhich  to  work.  Luckily,  we  found  a 


with  lies.  IS  compelling  me  to  make  a  public 
statement  so  that  the  citizens  of  the  South  Wat 
towns  and  surrounding  territories  can  get  the 
record  straight  and  judge  for  themselva.  wheth-

horse  bam  in  Chicago  Ridge,  now  used  for  some 
manufacturing  and  we  moved  there,  working 
unda  the  odor  of  the  manure  and  the  mud  and 
alush.  Many  tima  the  rains  would  flood  the 
floor  and  we  couldn't  move  the  busa.  These 
conditions  added  extra  expensa  and  misery  to 
our  effortt  to  survive. 

Our  landlord,  the  late  Mr.  CrandalL  having 
no  insurance  at  all  for  his  garage,  at  1 19th  A 
Harlenr  Avenue,  lost  -everything  and  refused  to 
rebuild  for  us  unlew  we  could  give  him  a  big 
deposit  in  advance  and  double  the  rent,  besida. 

Mr.  Al  Brandt,  the  late  President  of  Oak 
Lawn,  then  came  to  me  and  bogged  us  to  build 
in  Oak  Lawn.  Fortunately,  we  found  the  present 
location  and  decided  to  faxidd  the  garage  Ihae.  in 
1945.  The  Menard  Avenue  raidenis  North  of 
95th  Streei  saved  a  lot  Of  money  because  we  had 
to  bring  the  water  to  our  property  from  the 
South-west  Highway,  at  a  grqgt  cost  of  $7500.00. 

On  April  21.  1967,  a  you  all  know,  the  tor¬ 
nado  datroyed  our  garage,  niiwieen  busa  and 
our  equipment.  This  calmity  caused  a  damage 
that  required  a  million  dollars  to  repair. 

To  rebuild  the  garage  and  to  re^ir  the  office 
building  cost  $240,000.00.  1o  replace  nineteen 
busa  Jo  the  tame  standard  we  now  opaate,  at 
$40,000.00  each,  would  have  cost  $760,000.00  and 
shop  equipment  $37,500.00,  a  total  of  $l,- 
037.500.0). 

Because  our  luck  would  have  it  that  the  insur¬ 
ance  company  did  not  cova  the  busa  for  torna¬ 
do  damage  and  not  enough  coverage  on  the 
equipmenL  we  only  receivra,  for  .building  and 
U8,000.00. 

It  wtt  then  that  we  uked  the  Small  Busineu 
Administration  to  contkkr  our  aoolicaiMMi  for  a 
loan,  along  with  the  citizens  .who  had  lost  their 
prqpertia  at  the  same  time. 

The  Small  Business  Administration  gave  us 
$55,000.00  for  the  garage  building  and  $I00,S- 
00.00  to  buy  busa.  a  total  of  $155,500.00.  For 
this  loan  we  gave  them  more  than  enough  collai- 
aal  to  satisfy  the  Govanment  demands. 

With  such  financial  strain,  we  scouted  the 
'country  and  found  ten  second-hand  buses  in 
Ohio.  We  brought  them  hae  and  reconditioned 
them  for  your  service.  How  long  they  will  lut. 
we  do  not  jinow.  We  hope  they  wiR  last  anotha 
three  years,  at  which  time  we  will  have  another 
financial  problem. 

I  am  72  years  old  and  I  devoted  36  yars,  or 
half  of  my  life  in  the  SouthWat  towns  territory, 
to  serve  the  people,  unda  manv  adversitia. 

We  all  know  that  without  transportation,  no 
community  will  prospa.  Not  only  wae  we  in- 
strumcnul  in  helping  inaease  your  property  val¬ 
ues.  but  we  are  ^oud  to  see  that  our  pioneaing 
in  these  suburbs  turned  the  prairia  and  corn¬ 
field  in  which  I  used  to  hunt  rabbits,  into  the 
finat  communities  around  Chicago.  Palos 
Heights.  Palos  Hills  and  Bedford  wae  not  hae 
then. 

Until  the  private  automobile  forced  us  to  take 
the  service  out  of  Roberts  Road,  we  saved  them 
for  fifteen  years. 

Not  only  have  we  served  our  ridas  with  fine, 
dean,  prescnubic  buses,  but-  we  have,  saved  ev¬ 
ery  civK  organization  free  of  charge  if  it  was  for 
the  good  of  the  towns.  Fire  departements.  Police 
departments,  hospitals.  Veterans  of  Foreign 
Wars,  were  neva  turned  down. 

One  of  our  contributions  and  a  great  saving 
.  to  the  CMk  Lawn  tax  payen  wu  when  we  at 


a.  for  the  lui  thirty-four  years  that  I  have  been 
praiddt  of  our  company,  our  service  hu  been 
darimcntal  or  beneficial  to  the  towns  it  serva 


lowed  the  fire  .department,  without  any  charga 
whatsoeva.  to  use  our  garage,  for  seven-  yars, 
to  run  their  dances,  from  which  they  netted 
$70,000.00  and  bought  fire  apparatus  and  other 
equipment.  I  have  several  awards  and  hundreds 
oi  laten  from  individuals  and  organizations  such 
u  I  mentioned  above,  congratulating  us  for  our 
altruism  and  the  good  servica.,..^ 

The  Chicago  Times,  which  wu  instrumental  in 
this  jinwartanied  publicily..  wrote  a  fine  uticic. 
praising  our  company  and  calling  the  attention 
to  anotha  company  to  take  an  example  from  us 
u  to  how  to  train  their  drivers  to  condua  them¬ 
selva.  ac. 

All  our  employa  deserve  a  roedal.  They 
worked  during  our  misfortupes.  during  the  fire 
and  during  the  tornado  catastropha,  unda  the, 
most  trying  circumstanoa  with  low  pay.  lo  make 
sure  that  the  service  wu  not  interrupted.

This  wu  done  and  the  loans  wae  paid  in 
fuU  January  12.  1970.

evidaoce  that  there  it  the  sUginert 
connection  with  outside  groups  there  is 
no  evidence  nor  is  there  a  grain  of 
truth  in  the  newspaper  accoum  that 
the  loan  was  delinquem. 

But  a  recently  appointed  tenderfort, 
overawed  by  the  huge  sums  of  money 
involved,  said  he  would  order  a  probe 
of  the  Betinis  loan.  Later  he  changed

But  Mr.Beiinis  beat  him  to  thedraw.

\ow  what  was  the  reporter's  proof 
ttat  Mr.  Betinis  bed  gangland  conn- 
ections.  Back  in  1936.  those  same 
buildings  ne  mentioned  earlier,  tad 
housed  a  bookie.  The  reporter  tMgot 
to  mention  ttat  the  buildings  had  been 
rented  from  Mr.  Betinis  and  at  that 
time  every  building  in  Cicero  was 
suspect  of  gambling. 

Thus  the  renting  of  »  building  35 
years  ago  was  broiigla  into  play  and 
jeopardized  the  operation  of  a  million 
dollar  business. 

Now  whet  about  Mr.  Betinis.  This 
writer  was  with  the  Hearst  newspapers 
when  Mr.  Betinis  took  over  the  tats 
lines.  In  fact.  1  was  a  itaib  commuter 
from  north  to  63d  and  Halsted. 

During  the  bousing  35  years,  there 
had  been  no  evideocc  of  any  kind  thnt 
Mr.  Betinis  or  the  bus  line  lad  ques- 
tkaabiB  coanBCtkJMe 

Me  visited  with  Mr.  Betinis  in  his 
Oak  Lawn  office  this  week,  the  first 
time  we  had  met  for  15  years,  ne 
found  an  aging  man  who  was  bewild¬ 
ered  at  the  tast  moving  chain  of  events 
tkut  swallowed  Urn  and  his  firm  into  a 
propoganda  meat  grinder  that  was  being 
ibd  by  lies  and  blown  up  misinforma- 


Moat  of  the  informatioo  consisted  of 
outright  lies;  some  bed  a  thin  thread 
of  aidhetaicity.  By  using  the  latter, 
the  reporter  btew  up  a  story  thnt  was 
a  Perry  Mason  gem. 

The  facts  of  Mr.  Betinis  and  the  bus 
line  and  its  questionaUs  connectiuos. 
if  any,  are  these: 

nhra  he  was  a  youth  Jim  Betinis 
came  to  this  coumry  with  his  parents 
Crum  the  island  of  Crete  in  Greece. 

.  He  worked  his  way  through  school, 
iPciuHii^  \alpariso  Iniversity.  He 
waited  on  tables,  did  odd  jobs,  and 
finally  i^ened  a  billiard  tall  and  store 
in  Cicero. 

It  hile  still  la  the  university  he  hired 
a  manager  to  operate  his  billiard  ^ 
hall  and  store.  Then  he  purchased  the 
tiiiAing  oo  contract,  boon  there  were 
four  stores,  all  rented.  The  restauram 
and  cockuil  lounge  was  operated  by 
Mr.  Betinis,  himself. 

In  1936  he  decided  to  lease  the  entire 
huiMiijg  and  restauram  and  go  into 
another  business.  It  was  then  thnt  the 
owners  of  the  Southwest  Bus  lines, 
bced  by  financial  problems,  offered 
Mr.  Betinis  51%  Of  the  stota  in  the 
bus  company. 

He  went  into  the  bus  business  re¬ 
solved  to  make  it  work.  He  bought 
new  buses,  inaugurated  new  business 
procedures.  The  alea  he  served  was 
thinly  populated;  tta  riders  were  few; 
the  demands  heavy.  He  lost  money  the 
first  five  years. 

Then  came  \torld  War  2  and  i^s 
rationing  and  defense  work  in  area 
factories.  The  line  showed  a  profi^ 
and  the  governinem  gobbled  up  8l's 
of  the  earnings. 

Just  when  things  were  going  smooth¬ 
ly,  fire  destroyed  the  bus  garage  in 
Worth.  The  owner  of  the  ratws*  hnd 
no  insurance,  and  Betinis  had  to  look 
elsewhere  Cor  a  building. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Al  Brandt, 
the  bus  line  moved  its  headquarters 
to  Oak  Lawn.  Things  were  nip  and 
tuck  again,  but  the  line  earned  en¬ 
ough  profit  to  make  it  worthwhile. 

Then  on  April  2L  1967,  a  devast¬ 
ating  tornado  swept  through  Oak  Lawn 
wreaking  millions  of  dollars  in  tarn- 
ages.  InchalBd  in  the  loss  was  the 
Suburban  Transit  bus  tarags  and  20 
buasa.  The  loss  ran  hdo  6I.98(L600.

Historians  teii  us  that  one  of  the  mistakes  of  part 
cemuries  was  to  look  upon  children  as  atalts  with  smnD 
bodies.  May  not  future  historians  say  that  one  of  the 
mistakes  of  today  is  the  fact  that  so  many  grownups  seem 
to  look  upon  themselves  as  teen-agers  with  aduk  bodies'.' 

Certainly,  one  of  the  worst  errors  any  adult  can  make  in 
dealing  with  those  substamially  yomt^r  than  himself  is  to 
talk!  this  view  of  himself.  If  there  is  one  thing  am  teen¬ 
ager  warns  in  an  adult,  it  is  (or  the  tatter  ’to  act  his  a^.”

Writii«  on  this  subject,  authoress  Eta  J.  Lebhan  tells 
us,  “If  they  Oouic  persons)  say  they  can’t  communicate 
with  pi^te'  over  30,  it  may  have  less  to  do  with  the  rapid 
ctai«e,  and  mure  to  do  with  the  fact  that  so  many  people 
over  30  are  aclii«  like  14-year-olds!  Eric  Kromm  is  over 
30;  so  are  Paul  Goodman,  Erik  Erikson,  and  Benjamin 
bpuck.  The  attraction  of  such  men  to  young  people  is  thnt 
they  act  like  fathers;  they  enjoy  being  what  they  are- 
mature  men  with  some  experimee  and  wisdom  to  draw  on 

—  and  the  voimg  respect  and  hmor  them." 

Why  does  youth  show  ’’honor  and  respect"  towards  such 
older  men  as  those  mentioned  above  but  show  little  or 
none  towards  many  another  who  believes  that  he  is  “with 
it'".'  Me  believe  that  the  answer  lies  in  yoidhrs  candid  and 
instinctive  sense  of  judgment.  Youth  recognizes  the  atalt 
who  acts  like  an  adult  in  the  best  sense  <d  the  word  is 
genuine,  but  feels  uncomfortable  with  the  adult  who  doesn'U 

'The  overwhelming  desire  intamerica  totay  is  for  yotah- 
fulness.  Nor  is  this  bad  in  aM  of  itself,  if  the  yotah- 
fulness  being  sought  is  genuine.  And  whnt  conrtltutes 
genuineness?  h  has  nothing  to  do  with  clothes  or  tta  Imffih 
td  hair  or  hemline.  It  doesnatcaokistbi  being  a  "swfeger." 
It  is  far  removed  from  listening  to  rock,  to  usteg  jwteiAil 
jargon,  to  being  permissive.  Genutae  jwdhtahiesslacandM- 
ness,  open-mindetaess,  an  ragrraaia  to  laara,  a  ilacaraly 
frass  "■*»«»*  on  mankind's  old  prohteiiia,  a  higher  araaa 
farotherhnd.  true  health  and  vigor,  a  haste  parttyef  thoaglt. 
Such  qualkies  are  the  genuine  coMtlhHata  of  yodte  they 
are  recapiizable  anywhere,  and  with  them  the  man  of  80 
has  oo  difficulty  In  communicating  with  the  man  of  20.

TMs  yaar, 
it  foUs  on  February  10,  1970. 

The  Shrovetide  season  begins  with  the  Staulay  rT*~*1iilc 
Shrove  Tuesday  .  TMs  is  a  day  of  feasting  before  ttae 
Lenten  fost.  Monday  is  known  as  CoUop  Monday  (a  col- 
fop  is  a  slice  of  meat)  to  clean  up  all  tbe  meat  in  tha 
house.  These  two  days  lead  up  to  Shrove  Tuesday,  in 
wMch  aU  of  Leut's  forbtddan  foods  are  used  to  bake  rich 
pancakes  and  other  concoctions. 

Tbe  custom's  origkr  is  unknown,  however,  its  existonce 
is  verified  by  14tb  Cantruy  literature.  A  London  street 
peddler's  ceU  is  given  in  this  Kth  Century  passage:

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Talman  tells 
avers  how  to  choose 

the  right  kind  of 

account  ownership 


Much  hai-  been  said  by  savings  institutions 
Jalman  included  about  interest  rates,  insur¬ 
ance  of  accounts,  quality  of  service,  and  the 
like.

They  may  be 
single,  married,  divorced,  widowed,  with  or 
without  children.  Some  are  even  “I^jal  per¬ 
sons”  such  as  corporations  and  organizations. 
^\e’ve  learned  that  there  is  no  “typical”  saver. 

Elach  saver  needs  an  odrnership  agreeinent 
to  suit  his  or  her  particular  needs.  We  believe 
we  have  a  type  to  suit  almost  any  conceivable 
situation  to  protect  you  and  your  survivors. 
Several  are  unique  to  Talman — carefully  de¬ 
veloped  as  the  concerns  of  our  customers  were 

expressed  to  us. 

Basically,  there  are  three  forms  of  owner¬ 
ship:  inUndwU;  joint  tenoneir  (more  tl^  om 
person  an  ownership  interest  in  the 
account);  and  trust  (one  or  two  persons  con¬ 


trol  funds  for  the  benefit  of  others).  The 
account  you  get  should  be  that  one  that 
acoompUshes  your  intentions. 

Who  wfl  ««■  and  coirtrol  the  accout 

Almost  idl  mvers  intend  to  keep  complete 
control  of  their  funds  during  ^r  lifetime. 
They  ordinarily  accomplish  this  at  Talman 
vrith  the  use  of  an  individual  account  or  a 
revocable  trust. 

Normally,  the  owner  of  the  account  wanU 
.  the  sole  ri^t  to  withdraw  from  the  account. 
However,  we  recognize  that  often  there  is  a 
tendency  to  want  someone  dae  "on  the  ac¬ 
count.”  There  are  usually  two  reasons  for 
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this.  Either  the  owner  of  the  account— for  the 
sake  of  convenience— wants  another  party  to 
have  limited  withdrawal  rights,  or,  the  owner 
wants  to  arrange  for  another  party  to  have 
full  ownership  of  the  account  after  his  death. 

In  both  cases  we  caution  against  such  an 
owner  creating  a  “convenience”  joint  tenancy 
account  because  he  will  not  only  give  up  his 
sole  right  to  control  the  account,  but,  under 
the  terms  of  the  account  he  will  be  creating  an 
immediate  equal  ownership  irUerest  in  the  other 
party. 

Here  is  a  situation  that  we  often  encounter. 

A  single  child  lives  at  home  with  a  parent. 
Several  other  children  are  married  and  main¬ 
tain  homes  of  their  own.  It  is  the  parent  s 
desire  that  all  the  children  will  share  equally 
in  the  funds  upon  his  death,  but  the  parent 
also  wants  the  child  living  at  home  to  have 
withdrawal  rights.  All  this  is  accomplished 
with  one  of  our  standard  ownership  forms;  a 
Talman  Revocable  Trust  Agreement  with 
Power  of  Attorney.  The  parent  reUins  full 
control;  the  child  who  lives  at  home  is  au¬ 
thorized  to  withdraw  from  the  account 
through  the  power  of  attorney;  Talman  b^ 
comes  responsible  for  distribution  of  funds  in 
equal  shares  to  all  the  children  upon  the 
parent’s  death.  The  real  intentions  of  the 
parent  are  protected  with  this  revocable  trust. 

Beware  of  “convenieiioe” 
joint  tenancy  accounts 

Tragic  arguments  and  disputes  often  take 
place  when  a  parent  creates  a  joint  tenancy 
interest  in  one  child  and  then  orally  advises 
the  child  that  the  account  is  to  be  distributed 
equally  among  all  children  upon  the  parent  s 
death.  The  child  is  in  no  way  compelled  to 
carry  out  these  wishes.  Such  accounts  are 
known  as  “convenience”  joint  tenancy  ac¬ 
counts,  and  we  avoid  establishing  such  ac¬ 
counts.  For  that  matter,  whenever  joint 
tenancy  account  ownerships  are  requested 
by  other  than  husband  and  wife  depositors, 
we  clearly  explain  the  possible  conflicts  and 
risks  involved. 

This  example  points  up  some  legal  con¬ 
sequences  every  saver  should  know  about. 
Because  joint  tenancy  accounts  create  imme¬ 
diate  ownership  interests,  they  should  be 
chosen  only  if  you  intend  to  exercise  true  joint 
ownership  of  funds — such  as  in  the  case  of 
husband  and  wife.  Power  of  attorney,  wWch 
can  be  revoked  at  any  time,  establishes  with¬ 


drawal  privileges  without  creating  ownership 
interests.  To  arrange  for  full  ownership  of  t^ 
funds  to  pass  to  someone  else  upon  your  death 
without  the  need  for  probate— and  still  mmn- 
tain  control  of  the  account  during  your  life¬ 
time— we  usually  recommend  the  revocable 
trust. 

Consider  a  revocable  trust  account 

The  basic  advantages  of  the  Talman  revo¬ 
cable  trust  are: 

1;  The  saver  retains  full  control  of  the  ac¬ 
count  and  may  withdraw  from  it  at  his 
pleasure. 

2.  Talnum  becomes  responsible  for  distri¬ 

bution  of  the  funds  to  the  beneficiaries  upon 
the  owner’s  death.  ' 

3.  There  is  fiberal  insurance  coverage 
under  Federal  Sayings  and  Loan  Insurance 
Corporation  regulations. 

The  Talman  trust  agreement  has  a  provi¬ 
sion  that  the  share  of  a  deceased  beneficiary 
is  equally  divided  among  the  surviving  bene¬ 
ficiaries  on  the  account.  However,  if  the  d^ 
ceased  beneficiary  is  survived  by  children,  his 
share  will  be  equally  divided  among  them 
(this  provision  was  placed  in  Talman’s  trust 
agreement  after  we  learned  that  this  is  the 
objective  of  most  of  our  trust  account  owners). 

The  share  of  any  minor  beneficiary  is  de¬ 
livered,  upon  request,  to  the  legal  guardian  of 
the  minor’s  estate.  In  this  way  the  funds  are 
properly  supervised  and  available  for  the 
needs  of  die  minor. 

About  iiisnnuice  coverage 

Another  advantage  of  the  Talman  revocable 
trust  agreement  is  the  liberal  insurance 
afforded  under  Federal  Savings  and  Loan 
Insurance  Corporation  regulations.  A  person 
creating  such  an  account  is  allowed  a  maxi¬ 
mum  of  $20,000  insurance  for  each  benefici¬ 
ary  who  is  a  spouse,  child  or  grandchild- 
insured  separately  from  any  other  accounts 
of  the  owner,  and  separately  from  any  a^ 
counts  owned  by  the  beneficiaries  in  their 
own  name.  i  ^ 

Take,  for  example,  a  husband  gnd  wife  who 
contributed  equally  in  the  establishment  of 
one  $80,000  deposit  into  a  Talman  revocable 
trust  account  with  their  son  and  their 
daus^ter  named  as  beneficiaries.  ’This  one  ac¬ 
count  of  $80,000  is  fully  insured  because  the 


husband  and  wife  together  are  insured  up  to 
$40,000  as  to  their  son,  and  insured  together 
up  to  $40,000  as  to  their  dauf^ter. 

In  oth^r  cases,  obtaining  full  insurance  cov¬ 
erage  may  not  be  so  simple.  Because  we  b^ 
lieve  so  strongly  that  the  proper  form  of 
account  ownership  is  of  primary  importance, 

^e  will  never  suggest  that  a  customer  get 
several  different  types  of  account  ownerships 
at  Talman  just  to  afford  full  insurance  cover¬ 
age.  ’This  is  too  large  a  price  to  pay  for  ac¬ 
count  insurance.  (Under  Federal  Savings  and 
Loan  Insurance  Corporation  regulations, 
there  are  limits  as  to  the  amount  of  insurance 
coverage  an  individual  may  have  at  any  one 
savings  association.)  So,  when  appropriate, 
we’ll  recommend  that  you  open  a  second  ac¬ 
count  at  another  financial  institution  rather 
rhan  add  the  wrong  kind  of  account  here. 

Talman  beUeves  in  “safety  first” 

Of  course,  Talman  savers  have  never  had 
to  take  advantage  of  account  insurance.  In 
48  years  not  a  penny  has  been  lost  to  a 
Talman  saver.  Our  reserves  are  the  largest  of 
any  Illinois  savings  and  loan  association.  Our 
mortgage  portfolio  is  a  secure  and  amserva- 
tive  one.  Nevertheless,  since  we  bdieve  in 
“safety  fir^,”  we  do  advise  customers  to  con¬ 
sider  and  understand  the  insurance  regula-' 
tions  as  an  extra  bonus  of  safety. 

This  is  about  all  we’d  attempt  to  rampress 
into  newspaper  ad  space.  We  admit  it  merdy 
scratches  the  surface.  But  if  after  reding 
t.hi«  you  are  convinced  that  it  is  critMally 
important  to  get  the  kind  of  aavi^ 
account  ownerships— if  it  gets  you  to  thi^ 
about  it— then  t^  ad  will  have  served  its 
purpose.  We  hope  it  has.
